DEBT, GET REFUND 


CLEVELAND, Jan. 22 (AP)— 
Two spinster sisters, too worried 
to eat and living in a heatless 
house because they were. afraid 
they owed the Government in- 
come tax, learned yesterday Uncle 
Sam owed them a $33 refund. 
Since late last year, Miss Ray 
Gilbert, 78-year-old retired school 
teacher, and her sister Harriet, 
76, have been “worried that we 
gave Government money away.” 
“We haven't eaten in several 
days and let the furnace go out to 
save coal—because we felt we 
were in debt to the Government.” 
A woman reporter finally per- 
suaded Miss Ray to go to the In- 
ternal Revenue Department of- 
fice. Her story was that she had 
been receiving a monthly pension 
of $125 as a retired teacher and 
had claimed her sister as a de- 
pendent since her retirement 10 
years ago. 

Although the pension checks 
were the sisters’ main income, 
both had become convinced Miss 
Ray did wrong in taking Miss Har- 
riet as a dependent. Grove as- 
sured Miss Ray that what she had 
done was strictly legal and that 
she actually had a $33 rebate com- 
ing on the tax she paid last year.

Mr. Wilson Has to Choose 


The Eisenhower Administration has many 
problems but none more pressing than how to 
settle the controversy over Defense Secretary- 
designate Charles E. Wilson. It is not only an 
embarrassment to the new Administration but to 
the entire country that this effort to put busi- 
ness management high in the Government 
should produce a situation so unbusinesslike. 

The facts are simple enough. To qualify for 
the Cabinet, Mr. Wilson resigned as president 
of General Motors Corp. But he has declined to 
sell his stock in the company, valued at about 
$2,500,000. Also he seeks to.retain his pension 
and bonus benefits in both cash and stock. The 
annual pension is $40,000 and the four-year bonus 
is estimated at $625,000. These benefits come 
from the single largest defense contractor. 

This brings him squarely up against a whole 
body of federal laws whose antecedents go back 
to the early years of the Republit. This type of 
law prohibits a Government official from doing 
business with a corporation in whose “pecuniary 
profits” he is “directly or indirectly interested.” 

As the years have passed, law after law of 
this nature has been enacted so that now this 
restriction applies not only to Cabinet officers, 
such as the Defense and Treasury secretaries, 
but members of the Atomic Energy Commission, 
the Federal Reserve Board, Tariff Commission, 
Trade Commission, Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, the FCC, SEC, TVA and FDIC, 

- * . 
There can be no substantial argument against 
the law which Mr. Wilson confronts. It is de- 
signed to protect the most important stockhold- 
er of all—the American citizen. In order to pro- 
vide that protection, honest officials undergo re 
straints which are needed to guard the country 
against those who might yield to the temptation 
to favor companies in order to profit personally. 

No one thinks that Mr. Wilson would do this 
any more than anyone questions his managerial 
ability. That, however, is not the question. What 
is at issue is compliance with the law. Stanch 
Eisenhower backers, like Duff of Pennsylvania 
and Saltonstall of Massachusetts, the latter chair- 
man of the Senate Armed Services Committee, 
have led in holding up the appointment. 

Various solutions have been proposed. One is 
that Mr. Wilson refrain from passing on con- 
tracts with General Motors. This should be re- 
jected because it would deprive the Defense 
Department of precisely what a business man 
secretary ig intended to give it—special skill in 
handling and awarding vast defense contracts. 

* „ * 

Even if Mr. Wilson thus disqualified himself 
from part of his job, he would remain the head 
of the Defense Department, to whom any sub- 
ordinate who dealt with General Motors would 
report. This situation might result in special 
favor—or in unfair treatment as Mr, Wilson 
and his subordinates leaned over the other way. 

Another proposed solution is that special leg- 
islation be passed to exempt Mr. Wilson from 
the application of the law. This is no good either. 
Several strong pro-Eisenhower Senators have 
said plainly that they cannot support a move to 
make an exception, Furthermore he is not 
the only appointee involved. Mr. Wilson’s choice 
for his chief deputy is Roger M. Kyes, a General 
Motors vice president, whe holds stock in the 
company. Robert T. B. Stevens, chosen as Army 
Secretary, and Harold E. Talbott, named for Air 
Secretary, also have industrial holdings. 

Meantime at least two of the now confirmed 
Cabinet officers have complied with the law. 
Secretary of State John Foster Dulles told the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee that he 
severed all business ties and sold all of his pri- 
vate stocks and bonds in order to be free from 
criticism. Attorney General Herbert Brownell Jr. 
informed the Senate Judiciary Committee that 
he made a complete seftlement with his law firm 
and sold all his stocks in private corporations. 

* * * 

It is understandable that Mr. Wilson prefers 
not to dispose of his General Motors stock. 
Naturally he is not eager about paying $500,000 
in capital gains tax. But he has a choice to 
make. The New York Times, which strongly sup- 
ported the Eisenhower campaign, says it be- 
lieves “it will be the part of wisdom for him 
either to divest himself of his corporate holdings 
or withdraw his acceptance of the designation.” 
Adds The Times: “We hope he will coose the 
first course.” Walter Lippmann, who also sup 
ported the G.O.P, ticket, says in his column to- 
day, that Mr. Wilson cannot now withdraw with- 
out “great hurt“ to the new Administration. 

Whatever the solution, it should be without 
subterfuge or special favor. A White House order 
which sought to open a loophole would be in 
conflict with President Eisenhower's inaugural 
appeal for personal sacrifice by everyone,

Many of the objects that pass from the scene 
in a changing city leave a feeling of sadness and 
loss behind them.

Good riddance to 
bad rubbish. Warm welcome to good treasures.

The results are evident enough: As Gov. Don- 
nelly says, disappearance of the files makes it 
difficult to check on whether all truck license 
receipts for 1950 were accounted for. 

So it is not just a question of missing files. It 
is a question of whether money is missing tod. 
And much of the évidence is gone. , 

Nobody knows how much money is involved. 


„The new Governor is pushing an investigation. 


In 1950 license fees totaled $4,414,554. The re- 
ceipts have been close to that figure each year. 
This year, under the new truck fee law, collec- 
tions will nearly triple. 

That is a lot of money to have escaped regular 
audits under former Gov. Smith's administration. 
And now there is the vanishing act with the rec- 
ords. Nor is that the whole story. 

O. B. Curtis, former supervisor of the motor 
vehicle unit, says Missouri has lost more than 
$1,200,000 in vehicle taxes in the last four years. 
Half this was washed down the drain through 
fraudulent applications for duplicate auto titles, 
which permitted evasion of sales taxes. Mr. Cur- 
tis says more was lost through misuse of license 
plates, failure of auto owners to pay license 
transfer fees and loopholes in the Revenue De- 


lions brought in from the state sales and income 
taxes since 1946. With such inadequate checks 
the state could be stolen blind without any pub- 
lic knowledge of it. 

Gov, Donnelly is trying to get to the bottom 
of what happened to state funds in the last few 
years. There are several questions that Missouri 
will want answered along the way: 

How much money is missing? 

Who got it? 

And why did previous state officials not tell 
the story long ago?

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Got the Blues 


Blues are a musing kind of music anyhow. A 
fellow really ‘sings them to himself. We got to 
thinking about it because of what happened to 
W. C. Handy, the father of the blues, at Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's inaugural ball. 

Mr. Handy was invited to play his “St. Louis 
Blues” on his golden trumpet: He waited until 
almost 2 o'clock before his turn came to appear 
on the program. Then he played for the new 


President's ears the tune that carried his name 


—and the name of St. Louis with it—around 
the globe. Because he is blind, he didn’t know 
Gen. Eisenhower had left half an hour before. 
Thinking the President had heard him, he said: 
“This was a very big night for me.” 

While the great man for whom he came to 
play did not hear him, W. C. Handy at 79 has 
been heard by the world. Edward VIII, formerly 
the Prince of Wales and now the Duke of Wind- 
sor, said “St. Louis Blues” was his favorite selec- 
tion. Vast throngs in New York and elsewhere 
have acclaimed him. For Handy was the first 
to commit to musical writing the work songs, 
love songs, devil songs, over-and-overs, slow 
drags, pats, stomps and spirituals of the South- 
ern Negro. 

The figure of the old Negro playing his horn 
for the great man who had left the hall is like 


a figure conjured up by one of his blues itself. 


It is also like a figure out of his own life, the 
figure of a lean, ragged Negro with a guitar who 
was picking out a tune while Handy waited in.a 
railway station in Mississippi for a train that 
was nine hours late. 

Handy had been dozing and he woke to hear 
the lonesome guitar player playing the first 
blues he ever heard, “Where the Southern Cross 
the Dog.” The song referred to a crossing of 
the Southern railway and the Yazoo Delta, the 
latter nicknamed “the Yellow Dog.” Handy 
fixed it up later as his “Yellow Dog Blues.” The 
man with the guitar hadn't been playing it for 
anybody in particular, for, as we say, blues are 
a musing kind of music anyhow.

Bowing to the Censors

| There are only two courses 
open if Mr. Wilson is to qualify. 
The one is to amend the law. 
This is Senator Taft's suggestion. 
The other is for Mr. Wilson to 
divest himself of his interests in 
the pecuniary profits of the Gen- 
eral Motors Corp, This is Senator 
Carlson’s advice. 

The advice is sound. For even 
if the Congress were willing to 
amend the law for Mr. Wilson's 
benefit, which it certainly will not 
do quickly if it does it at all, the 
Eisenhower Administration and 
Mr. Wilson could not, I believe, 
afford to ask for or to accept such 
a special privilege for one man’s 
private advantage. 


Deep-Rooted Law. 


Far from making it easier for 
rich and successful men to take 
public office and to hold the con- 
fidence of the public, such a spe- 
cial law will make it much more 
difficult for them to hold public 
confidence. It would in fact be 
a tragic blunder to inaugurate a 
conservative administration, the 
first in 20 years, with special 
legislation for private benefit. 

The right thing to do is to 
abide by the law. That would 
mean that Mr. Wilson should 
agree to divest himself of his in- 
terest. Then, since the financial 
operation is necessarily a compli- 
cated one, the Senate would sure- 
ly be willing to agree that the op- 
eration should be carried out with 
consideration and equity, as pro-

Every community has its on customs, both good and bad. 
It is most unfortunate—and both naive and cruel of a com- 
munity—to dictate that a girl must go steady in order to main- 
tain a good reputation. At 15, your daughter quite naturally 
doesn’t know the kind of boy she will want to marry someday. 
This is the time of her life when she should be associating 
with many fine young people in a wholesome and carefree re- 
lationship. Often, the custom of going steady robs teen-agers 
of a chance to know others and seems to place the entire pleas- 
ant and wholesome association of young people on a regulated 
and artificial basis. What does your community say of the 
young girl who may not be pretty or personable and doesn’t 
attract a boy who will want her to go only with him? Surely, 
she has the right to be with the crowd and date different boys 
without sacrificing her reputation.

Of the Gesell Institute of Child Development 


66 * problem is my 3-year-old son,” a mother wrote 

to us. “He is frightened of. almost everything. He 

won't sit on a swing or a seesaw. He stands back and 

watches other children ride the merry-go-round, and all the 

other amusements. He is bashful when it comes to standing 
up for his rights. 

“He has plenty of friends, and is almost too generous 
with his things. But if other children hit him he won't 
hit back, and if they take his toys, he comes to me to get 
them. I try very hard not to ‘mother’ him too much. 

“Do you think his attitude is normal? He won't go over 
to other children’s houses; and he especially won't go into 
the water. When I offer to go in the water with him or on 
the merry-go-round, he either cries or runs away from there. 

“what would you suggest? Do you think this timidness 
might be inherited?”

WE QUOTE THIS LETTER because this mother has de- 
scribed clearly and concisely a kind of child we often meet. 
This kind of child has a very special kind of individuality, 
and he needs to be treated in a special way. He himself 
may actually not have too much trouble with his personality. 
But his parents and teachers uniformly do worry about it, 
because it is contrary to the approved pattern in our cul- 
ture. We like our children to be brave, and to “stand up 
for their rights.“ 

The best thing you can do for a child like the one whose 
mother wrote to us is to recognize him for what he is. 
There is nothing basically “wrong” with him. He is just dif- 
ferent from what you may have had in mind. 

This kind of child is simply one who approaches life 
cautiously. Far from being always ready to leap into situa- 
tions without looking—he looks a long, long time before he 
leaps. When he finally does act he acts fully and completely 
because he has worked everything out in his mind, and he 


is finally ready.

It is important for you to know that some children are 
by temperament watchers rather than participators. Their 
participation, if at all, comes only slowly.
